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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To let a prescribed state 
such as a great success state or a small success state 
appear in a fixed probability regardlessly of the timing of 
prize winning. 

SOLUTION: This device is provided with a step for 
regularly and continuously generating numerical data, a 
step for generating random number data showing a 
pseudo random number, a step for receiving a prize 
winning detecting signal Sin through an interface part c! 
103, a step for fetching the numerical data generated J\ 
from a counter 101 at the time point delayed from a time ^ 
point receiving the prize winning detecting signal Sin just 
for the time determined corresponding to the pseudo 
random number shown by the random number data 
generated from an IC 102 for random number generation, 
a step for discriminating whether the numerical value of 
thenumberical data is coincident with a numerical value 
for success, and a step for performing control through a 
state control means 105 so as to provide the sate of 
success when it is discriminated that these values are coincident.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] It is the control method of pachinko play equipment which controls the condition at the 
time of winning a prize of pachinko play equipment by control unit according to a pseudo-random 
number. A step which generates continuously numeric data in which a numeric value of a fixed 
range is shown with a numeric data generating means with regularity, A step which generates 
random-digits data in which a pseudo-random number is shown with a random-number- 
generation means, A step which receives a winning-a-prize detection signal which tells winning a 
prize with a receiving means, A step which incorporates numeric data generated when only time 
amount which becomes settled according to a pseudo-random number which said generated 
random-digits data shows was overdue from an event of this winning-a-prize detection signal 
being received, and is incorporated with a means, This picking A step which judges with a 
judgment means whether it is in agreement with at least one numeric value as which a numeric 
value which crowded numeric data shows was determined beforehand, A control method of 
pachinko play equipment characterized by having a step which controls the pachinko play 
equipment concerned by state control means to be in a predetermined condition when judged 
with it having been in agreement with this judgment means. 

[Claim 2] It is the control method of pachinko play equipment according to claim 1 characterized 
by controlling the pachinko play equipment concerned by said state control means to start 
predetermined game processing when said winning-a-prize detection signal is received, and 
performing said step to incorporate and said step to judge during a period of this game 
processing. 

[Claim 3] when said winning-a-prize detection signal is receive, random-digits data reads from 
said random-number-generation means, and in said step incorporate, it is this reading **** — 
the control method of the pachinko play equipment according to claim 1 or 2 characterize by to 
incorporate numeric data from said numeric data generating means when time amount which 
becomes settled according to a pseudo-random number which random-digits data shows makes 
into a timer value, the decrement of this timer value carries out at a fixed rate and it is set to 
"0." 

[Claim 4] In said step to incorporate, when said winning-a-prize detection signal is received, 
random-digits data is read from said random-number-generation means. Simultaneously, it clears 
zero, it is this reading **** — while setting up time amount which becomes settled according to 
a pseudo-random number which random-digits data shows as a deadline time amount value — a 
timer value — reading of said random-digits data — A control method of pachinko play 
equipment according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by incorporating numeric data from said 
numeric data generating means when the increment of this timer value is carried out at a fixed 
rate and said deadline time amount value is reached. 

[Claim 5] A step which generates random-digits data in which it is the control method of 
pachinko play equipment which controls the condition at the time of winning a prize of pachinko 
play equipment by control unit according to a pseudo-random number, and a pseudo-random 
number is shown with a random-number-generation means, A step which receives a winning-a- 
prize detection signal which tells winning a prize with a receiving means, A step which 
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incorporates generated random-digits data and is incorporated with a means when this winning- 
a-prize detection signal is received, This picking A step which judges with a judgment means 
whether a pseudo-random number which crowded random-digits data shows is in agreement with 
at least one numeric value defined beforehand, A control method of pachinko play equipment 
characterized by having a step which controls the pachinko play equipment concerned by state 
control means to be in a predetermined condition when judged with it having been in agreement 
with this judgment means. 

[Claim 6] Said random-number-generation means is the control method of pachinko play 
equipment given in any 1 term of claims 1-5 characterized by having IC for random number 
generation which generates said pseudo-random number by performing an operation for 
predetermined random number generation. 

[Claim 7] A numeric data generating means to be the control unit of pachinko play equipment 
which controls the condition at the time of winning a prize of pachinko play equipment according 
to a pseudo-random number, and to generate continuously numeric data in which a numeric 
value of a fixed range is shown with regularity, A random-digits data generating means to 
generate random-digits data in which a pseudo-random number is shown, and a receiving means 
to receive a winning-a-prize detection signal which tells winning a prize, An incorporation means 
to incorporate numeric data generated from said numeric data generating means when only time 
amount which becomes settled according to a pseudo-random number which said generated 
random-digits data shows is overdue from an event of this winning-a-prize detection signal being 
received, This picking A judgment means to judge whether it is in agreement with at least one 
numeric value as which a numeric value which crowded numeric data shows was determined 
beforehand, A control unit of pachinko play equipment characterized by having a state control 
means to control the pachinko play equipment concerned to be in a predetermined condition 
when judged with it having been in agreement with this judgment means.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] The control unit which consists of a 
microcomputer etc. is used for this invention, and it belongs to the technical field which controls 
conditions, such as a great success condition at the time of winning a prize of pachinko play 
equipment, and a small hit condition, according to a pseudo-random number. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, with this kind of pachinko play equipment, if a 
pachinko ball wins a prize of start checkers (for example, start-up opening, actuation opening, 
the actuation gate, etc.), by the control unit which consists of a microcomputer etc., game 
processing of the pattern fluctuation initiation on a liquid crystal screen etc. will be started, and 
the lottery of hits, such as per great success smallness, will be automatically performed using a 
pseudo-random number. And when it hits as a result of a lottery, the class of the hit is 
embraced. Change the display condition on a liquid crystal screen, or [ changing the operating 
state of the mechanical movement sections, such as a tulip, ] changing the probability for the 
great success [ **** /, and / changing the generating condition of an audible tone ] at the time 
of subsequent winning a prize etc. to hit **** — etc. — it is constituted so that various control 
about the condition of pachinko play equipment may be automatically performed by the control 
unit. [ changing the flash condition of LED (light emitting device) ] 

[0003] Here, to occur by fixed probability on the management strategy of a pachinko recreation 
hall, a hit of various kinds, such as great success, needs to control each equipment so that a fair 
lottery is further performed by every equipment. Moreover, it is necessary to make probability, 
such as great success in each equipment, into within the limits on which self-control was 
imposed in the Japanese play device industrial guild which consists of pachinko play equipment 
makers so that ****** may not be instigated too much. 

[0004] So, by the method of controlling pachinko play equipment according to the conventional 
pseudo-random number, generating and the lottery of a pseudo-random number are performed 
as follows according to the updating method called "+1 method" with which a duty of an activity 
was imposed by self-imposed control of a Japanese play device industrial guild. That is, 
sequential count-up (updating) of the counted value of the software-based or hardware-counter 
which has N (N: natural number) from the fixed numeric-value range 0 is first carried out 
continuously to the same timing as the switch reading timing of the processor which casts lots. 
Moreover, this counter will be reset by initial value ("0") if counted value reaches to N, and it is 
regulated with what takes a round of the period of 5 or less seconds. If a prize of a start checker 
is won in this condition, this counted value updated continuously will be immediately incorporated 
by the processor to the above-mentioned switch reading timing. Then, the lottery by the 
processor is performed about the incorporated numeric value concerned, for example after play 
processing initiation events, such as pattern fluctuation initiation. That is, it is judged [ as which 
this incorporated numeric value determined it beforehand ] whether it hits and is in agreement 
with the numeric values (for example, "7" etc.) of business. Here, as a result with which physical 
elements, such as a pachinko ball, a pachinko nail, and pachinko printing equipment, became 
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entangled intricately, since the timing of winning a prize is fundamentally random, it is supposed 
that the numeric value incorporated from a counter also turns into a random numeric value 
(namely, random digits) in a fixed range (here the range of 0 to N). 

[0005] It is supposed that the numeric data more specifically incorporated by incorporating to a 
processor the numeric data which is made to generate the numeric values from 0 to 359 
continuously, carrying out sequential count-up so that a round may be taken in 1.47456 seconds 
(updating), and is generated using the counter of the ranges from zero to 359 at the event of 
winning a prize in order to make probability of great success into 1/360 is random digits. 
[0006] Thus, if the program is beforehand constructed with what according to the control 
method using the conventional pseudo-random number is judged to be great success when a 
pseudo-random number is generated within the limits of 0-359 at every winning a prize and a 
numeric value "7" is incorporated, it can consider as great success by 1/360 of probability. 
[0007] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, by the control method using the above- 
mentioned random digits, since a numeric value is incorporated from a counter when a prize is 
won, a lottery result will be decided at the event of this incorporation. For this reason, the timing 
of winning a prize will not be random, the numeric value which the numeric data incorporated 
shows also when it synchronizes with the timing which a counter counts up and you try to make 
it synchronize intentionally with a certain means, of course will become already random less, and 
it will have fixed regularity. 

[0008] For example, if a pachinko ball is struck as mentioned above so that a prize may be won 
to the timing to which numeric data "7" is intentionally generated from a counter using a certain 
means when "7" is made to correspond to great success using the counter of the ranges from 0 
to 359, the probability to hit "7" when a prize is won will become high according to the precision 
of the means. The time amount more specifically taken to go around from zero to 359 will be able 
[ become near so that it may be in agreement with the timing to which the timing of winning a 
prize is generated and numeric data "7" is generated by the counter ] to make it the timing 
which the information about this period and number of hits comes to hand, and a counter hits, 
and generates numeric data "7" since it is 1.47456 seconds, and by detecting time amount after 
hammering out until it results in winning a prize. Based on this theory, the pachinko capture 
equipment the "somesthesis machine" which tells a contestant about printing timing is also 
produced commercially, the probability which must be 1/360 becomes quite high, and, now, 
development of healthy pachinko industry cannot be desired. 

[0009] This invention is made in view of the trouble mentioned above, and let it be a technical 
problem to offer the control method of pachinko play equipment and equipment which may make 
predetermined conditions, such as a great success condition and a small hit condition, appear in 
fixed probability regardless of the timing of winning a prize. 
[0010] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order that a control method of pachinko play equipment 
according to claim 1 may solve the above-mentioned technical problem It is the control method 
of pachinko play equipment which controls the condition at the time of winning a prize of 
pachinko play equipment by control unit according to a pseudo-random number. A step which 
generates continuously numeric data in which a numeric value of a fixed range is shown with a 
numeric data generating means with regularity, A step which generates random-digits data in 
which a pseudo-random number is shown with a random-number-generation means, A step 
which receives a winning-a-prize detection signal which tells winning a prize with a receiving 
means, A step which incorporates numeric data generated when only time amount which 
becomes settled according to a pseudo-random number which said generated random-digits data 
shows was overdue from an event of this winning-a-prize detection signal being received, and is 
incorporated with a means, This picking A step which judges with a judgment means whether it is 
in agreement with at least one numeric value as which a numeric value which crowded numeric 
data shows was determined beforehand, When judged with it having been in agreement with this 
judgment means, it is characterized by having a step which controls the pachinko play equipment 
concerned by state control means to be in a predetermined condition. 
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[001 1] According to a control method of pachinko play equipment according to claim 1 t numeric 
data in which a numeric value of a fixed range is shown with a numeric data generating means is 
continuously generated with regularity throughout pachinko play, it is parallel to this and random- 
digits data in which a pseudo-random number is shown with a random-number-generation means 
is generated, here — a pachinko ball — a start checker etc. — entering (that is, a prize being 
won) — a winning-a-prize detection signal which tells winning a prize from a detection device 
prepared for the start checker etc. is emitted, and it is received by receiving means. Numeric 
data generated when only time amount which becomes settled according to a pseudo-random 
number which random-digits data generated by random-number-generation means shows was 
overdue from an event of this winning-a-prize detection signal being received incorporates, and 
it is incorporated by means. Therefore, incorporation will be performed when changing at random 
according to a pseudo-random number on the basis of an event of winning a prize. Next, a 
numeric value which incorporated numeric data shows when random on the basis of the time of 
this winning a prize A numeric value for great success for example, defined beforehand ("7" etc. 
of 0 to 359), It is judged by judgment means per inside whether it is in agreement with numeric 
values, such as numeric values ( 17, 27, 37 , etc. of 0—359 — ) of ** and numeric values for a 
small hit ("1, 2, 3, — , 20", etc. of 0-359). When finally judged with it having been in agreement 
with this judgment means, the pachinko play equipment concerned is controlled by state control 
means to be in predetermined conditions (namely, a condition of great success, a condition per 
inside, a small hit condition, etc.) corresponding to said numeric value defined beforehand. 
Therefore, from a numeric data generating means, though numeric data is generated so that "+1 
method" of a Japanese play device industrial guild mentioned above may be followed further in 
spite of generating regular numeric data, regardless of timing of winning a prize, predetermined 
conditions, such as a great success condition and a small hit condition, appear in fixed probability 
based on a pseudo-random number. 

[0012] The pachinko play equipment concerned is controlled by said state control means so that 
it starts predetermined game processing, when a control method of pachinko play equipment 
according to claim 2 receives said winning-a-prize detection signal in a control method according 
to claim 1, and it is characterized by to perform said step to incorporate and said step to judge 
during a period of this game processing. 

[0013] According to a control method according to claim 2, although the pachinko play equipment 
concerned starts predetermined game processing under control by state control means when it 
receives a winning-a-prize detection signal, a step incorporated during a period of this game 
processing and a step to judge are performed. For this reason, game processing of pattern 
fluctuation etc. can be immediately started from an event of winning a prize (waiting for and 
carrying out a judgment). 

[0014] A control method of pachinko play equipment according to claim 3 In a control method 
according to claim 1 or 2, it sets to said step to incorporate. When said winning-a-prize 
detection signal is received, random-digits data is read from said random-number-generation 
means, it is this reading **** — when time amount which becomes settled according to a 
pseudo-random number which random-digits data shows is made into a timer value, the 
decrement of this timer value is carried out at a fixed rate and it is set to "0", it is characterized 
by incorporating numeric data from said numeric data generating means. 

[0015] According to a control method according to claim 3, in a step to incorporate, first, when a 
winning-a-prize detection signal is received, random-digits data is read from a random-number- 
generation means, next, it is this reading **** — let time amount which becomes settled 
according to a pseudo-random number which random-digits data shows be a timer value. And 
when the decrement of this timer value is carried out at a fixed rate and it is set to "0", numeric 
data is incorporated from a numeric data generating means. For this reason, in spite of 
generating regular numeric data from a numeric data generating means, let read numeric data be 
random digits according to random-digits data generated from a random-number-generation 
means. 

[0016] A control method of pachinko play equipment according to claim 4 In a control method 
according to claim 1 or 2, it sets to said step to incorporate. When said winning-a-prize 
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detection signal is received, random-digits data is read from said random-number-generation 
means. Simultaneously, it clears zero, it is this reading **** — while setting up time amount 
which becomes settled according to a pseudo-random number which random-digits data shows 
as a deadline time amount value — a timer value — reading of said random-digits data — When 
the increment of this timer value is carried out at a fixed rate and said deadline time amount 
value is reached, it is characterized by incorporating numeric data from said numeric data 
generating means. 

[0017] According to a control method according to claim 4, in a step to incorporate, first, when a 
winning-a-prize detection signal is received, random-digits data is read from a random-number- 
generation means, next, it is this reading **** — time amount which becomes settled according 
to a pseudo-random number which random-digits data shows sets up as a deadline time amount 
value — having — a timer value — reading of said random-digits data — simultaneously, 0 
****** is carried out. And when the increment of this timer value is carried out at a fixed rate 
and a deadline time amount value is reached, numeric data is incorporated from a numeric data 
generating means. For this reason, in spite of generating regular numeric data from a numeric 
data generating means, let read numeric data be random digits according to random-digits data 
generated from a random-number-generation means. 

[0018] In order that a control method of pachinko play equipment according to claim 5 may solve 
the above-mentioned technical problem A step which generates random-digits data in which it is 
the control method of pachinko play equipment which controls the condition at the time of 
winning a prize of pachinko play equipment according to a pseudo-random number, and a 
pseudo-random number is shown with a random-number-generation means, A step which 
receives a winning-a-prize detection signal which tells winning a prize with a receiving means, A 
step which incorporates said generated random-digits data and is incorporated with a means 
when this winning-a-prize detection signal is received, This picking A step which judges with a 
judgment means whether a pseudo-random number which crowded random-digits data shows is 
in agreement with at least one numeric value defined beforehand,
